A comparison has been made be- 
tween 1047-M. Just prior to re- 
organlwitlon. and lOSl-sa. In lMl-*8 
the total coat waa 1538,718,4! with 
3,009 pupils enrolled. This Is a 
Htudent cost of JITB. In IBSl-M the 
to^UI cost was t61B.6SlJa with 3,4M 
piiplli enrolled. The student cost 
was 1170. IS, Including debt service. 

Even though lalarlet and general 
costs are higher now than In 1847-48, 
they have been offset by many 
economlea which are possible In 
lame .ichool districts, Wrlgley said. 

Theao savings, the auperlntendent 
explained, have, been made through 
large order purchasea, lower In- 
tereat raUs. favorable In.iurance 
and school bua bids, economy In 
maintenance ot school buses and 
school buildings.

The public In turn will be urged to support 
the Magic Valley Safety conference In this 
new approach, Tiot with words of praise 
alone, but with definite action through clubs 
and organizations. 

Meantime, traffic experts vlll be sttacklnK 
the same problem oa- a nation-wide scale, 
at a meeting to be heM ln Chicago Oct. 30-34; 
While attending the 40th anniversary confer 
ence of the National Safety Congress and 
Exposition, thesB trafflo experts will spend 
five days studying ways to curb the toll 
m thls^co untr y' s hi ghways. 

In prsparlnar themselves for this confer-

The current EUenhower- 
Stevenson campaign shows that both parties are will- 
ing to contuse and capltallie on tho l^sue of our Intcr- 
naUonal denllnits both before and sine* World war II. 

It Is certain that such a commission of dlallngulshed 
Americana of the "elder statesman" kind *ould com- 
mand more Influence with congreas'lonal committees 
thwi Secretary Acheton and Mutual Security Admin- 
istrator Harrlman. ^op their successors. 

The letter's presidential candidacy and active par- 
ticipation In the political contest has virtually de- 
ntroyed his usetulnesa on capltol hill. And Acheson 
never enjoyed any popularity among Republicans and 
conservative Democrata. 

IMPARTIAL— Tho new aetup aim would Rive con- 
gress and the taxpayers ■ more Irank and ImparUal 
picture of our costly foreign operations. As It Is now, 
rlf¥never Acheson or Harrlman or General Bradley 
Ulk about their respective overseas activities, they 
,lly present an optlmUUc report that frequently 
contradicts the facta. 

In their efforts to make a good showliiK, they often 
delude themselves, as do their agenti In the foreign 
field. In malting appropriations for overseoa aid, con- 
gress has voiced regularly the need for more detached 
and non-polltlcal tlndlnRs. Which explains why about 
aoo sight-seeing legislators were In every corner of 
the globe last winter. 

NEW — No objection to the proposed commission 
of Inquiry Is expected from torelan beneficiaries of 
tho. taxpayers' money. Par one thing, state. MSA and 
Pentagon exports are required to make these studies 
under specific provision by congress. Secondly, U Is 
Tecognlied generally that the banker has a right to

Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO PATRI 



Reading to children U a great 
help In teaching them la use good 
language, teaching them to read, 
and developing good tast« In litera- 
ture. Llteratuie is not too big a 
word for the books that are read 
to children. Mother Goose, the fairy 
tales, works that have come down 
the years to delight generations of 
children are literature. To last for 
generations, a book has to be good. 

We begin with Mother Goose. Se- 
lecting a fine edition, one with large 
clear print and lovely pictures, wc 
sit beside the chUd, letting him hold 
the book with us. We read page 
after page, letting Uic. child look at 
the pictures and talk about them. 
Studying the picture is part of hia 
learning to read. 

When he saya. "Read It again," 
we road It again, and again, until 
))e la satisfied. He ia learning the 
words, helped by the sounds at our 
voice and by the pictures. The day 
comes when he reads, the story per- 
fectly, not by reading the words but 
by looking at Uielr location on the 
page, aided by the picture. En- 
courage him when he tries that, 
Never mind that he Is reciting from 
memory. That Is what he should do. 

As he proceeds In his reading, 
give him the fairy Ulea he likes. 
The story of the Ugly Duckllnn 
Is a beautiful classic, one which 
every child needi to know. The 
Tables ot Aesop are an essential ex- 
perience In the healthy growth of 
a child's mind, Don't skip Uiem. 
Lot the seven-year-old start on 
them and encourage him to keep on

There Is great moral value In those 
classical talcs. They are brief and 
pointed and teU their story sharply, 
BO sharply no child can miss It. 

I bellera that children should b« 
read to as soon as they can Ust«n. 
I believe that in this way their In- 
telligence Is stimulated, their taate 
for reading Is set and the habit of 
it fomied. Reading la the basla for 
education. The atrfllty to read la the 
key to knowledge, the door to 
pleasant places ot the iplrlt, k 
thing Increasingly necessary In our 
day. 

I believe, loo. that, many of the 
children suffering reading defici- 
encies could have been spared them 
had their people read to them and 
led tticm to read In their turn, and 
to enjoy It. I am not saying that 
reading aloud will prevent reading 
failures In all children. Some are 
bom with such handicaps but I am 
saying, and my Idea Is based on 
experience with many children, that 
reading aloud habitually [o children, 
gives them the best kind of Intro- 
duction to reading, seta a tast« for 
good reading in them and increases 
their ability to talk and to think.

He 
declared the 'foreign wools drive 
prices below the Income level guar- 
snlced domestic producers throuih 
the government losn program. 

"It seemn to ui that It Is loolLsh 
to provide ■ loan program on the 
one hand." he tflld a reporter, "and 
on Uie other to encourage the 
dumping ot foreign wools on the 
American market to drive down 
prices." 

He quoted the agriculture de- 
partment' figures la snying the par- 
Ity price of wool li 60 cents per 
jkound- grease basis, Just ss nhorn 
and before being scoured.

The present tariff on Imported 
wooli Is 3S!i centi per pound, clean 
basis.
